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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the instant claims 
are allowable over the prior art of record, because the prior art is silent to an electrochemical 
cell comprising at least one anode or cathode having a coal-based carbon foam produced from 
particulate coal, and exhibits a density in the range of about 0.1g/cm 3 to about 0.18 g/cm 3 , a 
thermal conductivity of below about 1 W/m/°K and a pore size below abut 2000um. 

The prior art, such as Reznek et al., U.S. Pub. 2002/0028385, teaches an 
electrochemical cell comprising coal-based carbon foam. However, the reference is silent to 
said foam exhibiting a density in the range of about O.lg/cm 3 to about 0.18 g/cm 3 , a thermal 
conductivity of below about 1 W/m/°K and a pore size below abut 2000um. There is no 
teaching or suggestion in the reference that said characteristics are possessed by Reznek. 
Therefore, the instant claims are patentably distinct from the prior art of record.
